Michiru-san, 
Hotaru-chan, Setsuna-san and her are also unable to transform. 


Just as I was giving up hope of saving Tokyo, a light appeared. It gave 
way to an alien wearing a white and yellow robe.

There stands an alien 
wearing a black and brown robe. His eye is green and bright.

"It's over for you!" Says Haruka-san. 


"Over? No. Nooooo. Nothing's over for me. I'm Moric the 
Necromancer! Where's Rohoph?"
